“My dear Mr. Director Gen- 
eral: IT am just in receipt of the 
letter from “Senator Albert B. 
Cummins, chafrman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, which set me free to 
deal as I think with the diffi- 
cult question of the wages of 
certain classes of railway em- 
ployes, and I take advantage of 
the occasion to write you this 
letter, in order that I may both 
in the public interest and the 
interests of the railroad em- 
ployes themsclves, make the 
present situation as clear and 
definite as possible. 

“I thought it my duty to lay 
the quéstion in its present press- 
ing form before the committee 
of the Senate, because I thought 
I should not act upon this mat- 
ter within the brief interval of 
Government control remaining, 
without’ their acquiescence and 
approval. Senator Cummins’ 
letter, which speaks the unan- 
imous judgment of the commit- 
tee, leaves me free, and, indeed, 
imposes upon me the duty to 
act. 

“The question of the wages of 
railway shopmen was sub- 
mitted, you will remember, to 
the board of railroad wages and 
working conditions of the Rail- 
road Administration last Febru- 
ary, but was not reported upon 

‘by the board until July 16. The 
delay was unavoidable. because 
the board was continuously en- 
gaged in dealing with several 
wage matters affecting classes 
of employes who had not pre- 
viously received consideration. 
The board now hnaving apprised 
us of this inability, at any rate 
for the time rte to agree 
upon recommendation, it is 
clearly our duty to proceed witb 
the matter in the hope of dis- 
posing of it.

There can be 
no question, therefore, of. the 
readiness of the Government to 
deal in a spirit of fairness and 
by regular methods with any 
matters the men may bring to 
their attention. 

“Concerned and very careful 
consideration is being given by 
the entire Government to the 
question of reducing the high 
cost of living.

Meat Packers’ Profits. 
Te the Fditor of the Post-Dispatch. 


Only July 20th the Post-Dispatch pab- | 


ished a letter signed W. R. V., to which 
was given the title “Packers’ Cost aru 
Protit.” and in which it is stated that the 
wlvertising ‘of the packers ‘as to their 
carnings and thelr business relation to 
‘he public will not stand the acid test. 

Ww. R. V. then states, “In their adver- 
tusing they claim to make a profit of ° 
cents on a pound of meat. This mean- 
little or nothing to the consumer or pacx- 
er in figuring their profits, Profits, to 
1 €an apything, are figured on the dollar 
and dollar only.” 

We agree with W. R. V.'s views that 
te proper way to report-profits in order 
to show the effect on prices is per dollar 
of sales. This we do. Neither Swift & Co. 
nor any other packer reports a profit of 
* cents per pound. W. R. V. has misrea‘ 
our statements. Our statements cleurly 
road 2 cents per dollar of sales vr whut iv 
.quivalent to only a fraction of a cent 
per pound. ' 

This low margin of profit is substanti- 
ated by the U. 8. Food Administration in 
their recent report on the operations of 
ihe five large packers for the year ended 
Nov. 2, 1918. Their report shows the 
profit to have averaged 1.6 per dollar of 
sales. 

W. R. V. also disclaims the statement 
that the packers are in keen competition 
with each other. He believes the various 
corporations are interlocking and con- 
trolled under one head. This is purely 
assumption on W. R. V.'s part. and his 
nosertion is not substantiated by any evi- 
dence whatsoever. Swift & Co. has no 
financial or other connection with the 
other packers and its business policies are 
determined solely by its own managc- 
ment. We strive for all the business we 
can secure in our line in open competi- 
tion with all firms. 

In the last part of his letter, W. R. V. 
edmits that the large packer is in a posi- 
on to produce at lower costs, but he is 
inconsistent in claiming that the large 


small packer does and therefore makes 
sreater profits and then immediately fo.- 
owing it up with the statement that “the 
tig conceri starts underselling the small 
concern.”

and who are reduced for all time to a more or less de- | 
pendent condition. We stil] bave among us object les- | 
song on the martyrdoms of the Civil War. | 

One of the respects in which we had hoped we had | 
managed better in the late than in other wars was the | 
elaborate provision made in advance for crippled sur- 
vivors.. After science had done its utmost to lessen the 
handicaps resulting from physical hurts, they were to 
be turned over to a highly organized service of human 
reclamation. : 

If found less fitted than formerly for their old work | 


they were to be painstakingly equipped for other fields 


of employment. They were to be taught the technique | 
of new trades and occupations, according to their sev-' 


eral abilities. This service is under a Federal] Board of. 
Vocational Education, for which heavy appropriations 
were made and which speedily named 1600 appointees at 
generous salaries. 

But we are told that not one of these 1600 appointees 
is himself a disabled soldier, though it is a work in. 
which they might most profitably be employed, as is. 
shown by the experience in other belligerent countries. | 
Of 146,931 eligible to training under the board, only | 


June 21 only 11 men had been placed in remunerative 
employment after completing the prescribed training. 

The board is charged with bureaucratic methods. All 
classes of returned soldiers seem to have just grievances 
arising out of bureaucratic delays, inefficiency and con- 
fusion at Washington, but there is none whose com- 
plaints have such an appeal as those of our infirm and 
crippled. 

To their other sufferings must not be added those of 
deferred hopes and heartbreaking neglect.

This plan received the approval of | 
engineers of the highest standing, but it} 
was abandoned upon the death of Capt. | 
Eads in 1887.

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JUST A MINUTE IN CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO.—It was Bill Haywood 
who said: “If the working people can’t 
have automobiles, nobody can have 
them."”” There is no use scaring any- 
body more than he is scared now, but 
that sentiment is so popular in Chicago 
that one cannot claim to be much of an 
historian and not say anything about 
it. It is said here that there are two 
kinds of business in Chicago—one see- 
ing the handwriting on the wall and ad- 
justing itself to the world to be, and 
the other blind to it and pinning its 
faith to the world that was. The first 
is that which is for the most part de- 
pendent for its business upon a limited 
number of individuals. These, always 
conscious of their value and in most 
cases pretty well paid as it was, have 
simply claimed partnership and gotten 
it. The instances of that are. in- 
numerable in Chicago. It is as nice a 
little revolution ever occurred in 
business. Some of these self-made 
partners say there was no trouble at 
all about it. They just went in and 
laid their cards on the table.. The firm, 
as a rule, had next to nothing. It was, 
moreover, expecting something of the 
kind, and therefore resigned to some 
less selfish plan for the future. The 
second kind of business is that which 
employs great masses of people. There 
is sOmething blinding about the very 
act of employing great masses of peo- 
ple. Almost no one who does it sees 
anything beyond his nose. It is there 
danger lies, so they say in Chicago. 
Otherwise everything is all right, every- 
body satisfied and nobody hurt. 

However, did not Carnegie oncé 
boast that he had made 41 million- 
aires? And did Rockefeller ever have 
the hardihood to boast that he had 
merely made more money than any-

Would it surprise you to know that 
Chicago’s interest in the revival of 
traffic upon the inland waterways sur- 
passes our own? Apparently that is 
the case. It was chiefly the influence 
of Chicago that induced the last Illi- 
nois Legislature to appropriate $20.- 
000,000 for a connection between the 
Illinois River and the drainage canal. 
There will be a boat line out of Chi- 
cago connecting with our boat line at 
St. Louls within possibly two years. 
Chicago has thrown her great influ- 
ence into the fight for inland water- 
way traffic, and she has an excellent 
reason for doing so. Asan inland city, 
she is at a disadvantage in the move- 
ment to extend the foreign trade of the 
United States, and she can overcome 
this disadvantage only by opening 
cheap intercourse with the sea. It is 
not altogether that Chicago is a bigger 
city than 8t. Louis and operating un- 
der a greater head of steam that they 
see up here what the waterways mean 
more quickly than we are seeing it at 
home. The difference between us is 


that Chicago is on water and knows 
more than we know about comparative 
rail and water freight costs. The 
Great Lakes have been an immense 
factor.in making Chicago, as they have 
been a great factor in making all the 
cities upon their shores. They cannot, 
however, give Chicago what she wants 
now—an outlet to the sea. She can get 
that only by way of the Mississippi 
River, and she is going to get it in the 
manner characteristic of Chicago. 
Whether we use the rivers or not—and 
sometimes it seems as if our people 
never would gee it—Chicago Is going to 
use them. If we are to be so apathetic, 
so blind to our own opportunity, as not 
to throw ourselves into the river fight, 
we can shame ourselves for what we 
might have done by going down to the 
river within a few years and seeing 
Chicago's traffic go up and down the 
river

One always has to come back to 
Chicago and pay 25 cents to get into 
the Art Institute to recall that this sort 
of thing is still done in some places 
We don't do it at home. We own our 
art museum and maintain it by taxa- 
tion. Chicago people say St. Louis is 
the best organized city in art in the 
United States. From top to bottom 8t 
Louis is in this respect unique. After 
the tax which supports our art mu- 
seum, there is the art work in our pub- 
lic schools. No other American city 
has art organized in the public schools 
as we have it organized in St.’ Louie. 
The Art and Industry Exposition which 
we are to hold in the fall ts the first 
of its kind to be announced by any 
American city. We are not so strong 
in our citizen bodies supporting art as 
Chicago and some others of our cities 
are, but we are fast growing in that re- 
spect. We have, too, one of the nota- 
ble competitions in the fine arts in St. 
Louls. Strangely enough, with all that, 
Chicago easily surpasses us in art 
philanthropy. We have almost no art 
philanthropy in St. Louis. There ts 
with us no Major Higginson, who 
makes up the deficits of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. We have never 
had anyone like the almost lumber- 
man, Ferguson, who some years ago 
left $1,600,000 for public sculpture in 
Chicago. The rich in Chicago die much 
more generously in the arts than they 
do with us. The Marshal Fields and 
that sort of people up here never think 
of dying for their heirs alone. It seems 
to be a pecullarity with us in St. Louis. 
The sort of people we have there 
neither live nor die in Chicago. Don’t 
we know about the arts and how they 
are nurtured everywhere else, Chicago 
asks? Yes, some of us know. We try 
mighty hard to tell our rich people 
about it, but usually about the time 
they are going to do something about it 
they die to get out of it. Still, that can- 
not always be go. There is nothing so 
patient as art.

The Self-Service Home of the Future 
BY 
MRS. CHRISTINE FREDERICK 


REMEMBER as a little gir] that 
there stood on the corner of our 
street what was celebrated and 


|widely known as “Cracker Castle.” 
T 


his was a large imposing brown- 
stone house of the type commor.ly 
thought of as a “mansion.” I ain 
quite sure it had 60 or more win- 
dows; the ceilings were 12 feet high; 
it had a portico and verandas and a 
hall as roomy as a modern flat. We 
children used to gaze at it wonder- 
ingly and it represented to the whole 
town the perfection in dwelling 
places. 

But no such house as “Cracker 
Castle” is the ideal of the home mak- 
er today. The conditions that made 
possible a “Cracker Castle” for peo- 
ple with only an ordinary incom: 
were the number of servants and 
their cheapness. But today when we 
bulld we must think not only of the 


cost of the house, but the weekly and 


yearly cost of its upkeep. 

The modern ideal must be base o 
practically self-service. Now that 
the war is over, there is a big move- 
ment toward “Own Your Horne.” 
Rates are so high and rents so exor- 
bitant that it behooves every fanuiily 
to plan and save for a house of its 
own. 

The home of the future muat first 
be compact, so as to provide for the 
least waste of fuel from its heating 
system. The more nearly the house 
construction, the better the drafts 
and the less waste of fuel. Aecond— 
The material] of the house shovu!d be 
as fireproof and weatherproof as pos- 
sible. For this reason, concrete 


and brick and hollow tile are the pre- 


ferred materials. Even the floor and 
lower baseboard of a house can be 


made of concrete or a composi*t‘un 


material which prevents all cracks, 
all danger of insects, and which pro- 
vides the most sanitary flooring 
known, Third—All the _ surfuces 
should be provided with the. view of 
their being easy to care for and keep 
clean. Take, for example, the com- 
mon six-inch baseboard of wood wi'h 


often nailed on it serve to do nothing 
but to catch dust—and make work 
for some woman to clean.
